Election/Restrictions 

This Restriction Requirement replaces the former Restriction Requirement 
mailed on November 4, 2005 because the former Restriction's PTOL-326 form was not 
filled out. Examiner thanks Applicant's representative for pointing this out in a phone call 
on November 15, 2005. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-6, drawn to a mixture of labeled analytes, classified, e.g., in class 
530, subclass 300. 

II. Claims 7-13, drawn to a mixture of fragment ions, classified, e.g., in class 
530, subclass 402. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
The compounds of Groups l-ll are different and distinct, each from the other, 
because they comprise one or more structural features that are mutually exclusive from 
the structural features of the compounds of the other groups. 

The search for each of the above inventions is not co-extensive particularly with 
regard to the literature search. Further, a reference which would anticipate the invention 
of one Group would not necessarily anticipate or even make obvious another Group. 
Finally, the consideration for patentability is different in each case. Thus, it would be an 
undue burden to examine all of the above inventions in one application.

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for each Group is not necessarily required for the other Groups, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement, to be complete, must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed. 

In addition, this application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: the many embodiments of combinations 
of labeled analytes (see, e.g., claims 1-12).

8-9). b) nucleic acid (claims 4 and 10). c) 
carbohvdrate/lipid/steroid (claims 5 and 11) and d) small molecule < 1500 Da (claims 6 
and 12)1 for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, 1 and 7 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon , including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 .
